A CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 

Motion tor Its Establishment in Ireland 
Made in Amendment to Addrei.s. 

LoNDo.N, Keb. IG.-When the dpbnte 
on iho addreag in reply to the (Jiieen's 
sptiech wiiB rcetiined in the CominonB to- 
day Mr, Dillon, cliaiimaii ol the Iriab 
parliaiiiuntary fmrty, moved an amend- 
ment in favor cI a Catholic univoraity in 
Ireland. InBodoini^ ho said that the 
Catholics had long Bull'ercd from iutoler- 
ahlo griovancBH in respect to univereily 
education, and maintr.ined that these 
trrievancea had been admitted by both 
Liberals and Coneervativee. The mo- 
tion was Becoi:ded by Mr. Ti(nothy Har- 
rington. 

Mr. A. .T, Balfour pointed out that the 
new university, which he for one de- 
sired to see, was not to be fenced in by 
any technical limitatioDS. It was to be 
for Oatholioa what Trinity CoUeKO is to 
Protestants, eectarian only in tone. The 
demand for such a university should be 
supported by the friends of lusher edu- 
cation, which under the existing Hystem 
two-thirda of the Irish were unable to 
enjoy. It was to be in accordance with 
the principles of Unionism, and hp 
would welcome the time ol the union. 



Beports of Torpedo Work in Circu- 
lation but Declared to Be With- 
out Foundation. 



Cauae of Explosion Probably Inside 
the^Mgiino— Captain Sigrabee Had 
^""Pelt Uneasiness. 



General Expressions of Sorrow from 
European Capitals and Madrid 
Especially Affected. 




Herald says be stood on the bridge of 

the Maine with Captain Sigebee a week 
ago yesterday, and the captain said to 
him: ''I don't want to be obliged to 
take any coal aboard from Havana. It 
would be a risky experiment. Not that 
I suspect anyone in authority, but there 
is Biich an irresponsible rabble here; 
and it would bo an easy matter to get a 
caupla of sticks of dyuaiuite in the coal 
bunkers without knowimr it;," 

Kky Wkst, Fla,, Feb. 17.— The steam- 
er Olivette, with 02 survivors of the 
Maine disaster on board, arrived here at 
10:10 last night, seven and a half hours 
from Havana. Twenty are wounded ; 
ten seriously, one fatally. All who could 
talk praised highly the kindness of the 
Spanish officials, who furnished ward- 
robes to the survivors. 

The correspondent here of the Asso- 
ciated Press, who returned on the Oli- 
vette from Havana, says that divers who 
have been working about her bottom 
discovered an eight-inch percDssion tiole 
in the plates. 

Ninv YoRiv, Feb. 17.— The despatch 
from Key West indicating that evidence 
of the use of a torpedo boat was discov- 
ered in the case of the man-of-war 
Maine disaster, was written and sent by 
Mr. Weatherford, the Aeeociated Press 
correspondent at Key West, who came 
from Havana on the steamer Olivette. 

The lOvening World has received from 
Sylvester Scovell, its correspondent at 
Havana, the following reply to an in- 
quiry as to whether strangers were 
allowed on the Maine the day oE the dit- 
aster: " Yes; visitors were on the Maine 
all afternoon on the day of the explo- 
sion, A bomb might have been depos- 
ited near the maKazine, as I have 
already cabled. Cables are much de- 
layed here." 

One of the regular stafF of correspond- 
ents at Key West cables from there at 
H :85 this morning that the reports of 
the finding of a bole in the liull of the 
Maine, evidently caused by a torpedo, 
was sent from Havana just before the' 
Olivette sailed, and from its source is 
regarded as reliable ; but it cannot be 
verified owing to a strict censorship at 
Havana. The report is not verified by 
the ofHcora Of the Maine who arrived at 
Key West from Havana. 

W.\siiinc;ton, Feb. 17.— The Key West 
bulletin regarding the finding of a hole 
in the bottom plates of the Maine, #nd 
referring to the work of a torpedo, was 
sent to the White House by the Associ- 
ated Press and shown to the President. 
His only comment was that it was the 
first he had heard of it. The President 
does not wish to make any statement 
concerning the reports which have come 
regarding the disaster, but permitted the 
fact to be made known that the adniin- 
istration had no advices tending to con- 
firm the Key West report. 

The navy department absolutely dig- 
credits the story. Secretary Long says 
there is no such thing as a percussion 
hole ; that there is no S inch torpedo, 
but that there is no other way by which 
the hole could be accounted for. Of 
course, it is possible that a shell explod- 
ing inside the ship pierced a hole in the 
outer skin, but that would be readily 
revealed by the character of the angle, 
and whether or not the skin was bulged 
in or out around the puncture. It is 
more than likely if there is a hole at all 
it is simply an outlet of one of the nnm- 
erouB pieces from the insideof the IVIaine. 
Secretary Long positively denied that 
Captain Sigsbee in any suppressed tele- 
gram, expressed the opinion that a tor- 
pedo caused the disaster, or whether it 
came from an external cause. The cap- 
tain said he could not venture an ex- 
pression of opinion. 

IJava.va, Feb. 17.— The excitement 
over the disaster to the battleship Maine 
has not abated. Speculation is rife as 
to the causB, and while there are many 
rumors to the ell'ect that evidences of a 
foul plot have been diecovered, it is gen- 
erally believed that the calamity was 
d ue to an accident. 



ROSSLAND MAIL LOST!. 



Robberies on Two Snccessive Kifflits 
of Bags Left at Ballway ■ 
Station. 



Ten Pouches Taken ou tlie Second 
Occasion and Many Valuable 
Letters Gone. 



The Crime a Week Old but Authori- 
ties Have No Cine to tlie 
Perpetrsitors. 



Wakiii.s'qton, Dec. 17.— The following 

message has been received at the navy 
department from Capt. Sigsl e 3 : " G on- 
eral Blanco called on me personally at 
the hotel last night and aleo the mayor 
of the city. They have requested me to 
permit the government to give a public 
burial to the dead already found in order 
thatpublic sympathy may be expressed 
thereby and due honor shown the dead, 
(Tround for the burial has been 
ollered. It is assumed that I am 
expected by the government to bury the 
dead here. In fact it would be im- 
practicable to transport the remains to 
the United States. Means and facilities 
are lacking. I have accepted the ofler 
ol the authorities, and there will be a 
public funeral at 3 o'clock. All here 
from the Maine will go, also a detach- 
ment from the fern. Fifteen bodies 
were recovered during to-day'a opera- 
tions, which were tertuinated by rough 
weather." 

In answer Secretary Lone sent the 
following: "Telegram received and 
action approved. ICxprops to Captain 
General Blanco and to ihe mayor and 
people of Havana the thanks of this 
department and its appreciation of their 
action in extending tlic honors you have 
reported to those lost on board the 
.Maine."

Kossi.ANi), Feb. 17.— A robbery of mail 
bags occurred here on the 11th inst., but 
is only now made public. The mail 
from Nelson and Columbia river points 
arrives in Rossland daily about mid- 
night and is left at the Columbia & 
Western depot until the following morn- 
ing. 01 the pouches that arrived on the 
night of the 10th two were missing, and 
one of these was diacovered in the ditch 
about 100 yards from the depot. It 
wfis cut open and the contents rifled, 
every letter, whether registered or 
otherwise, being opened. It is supposed 
that a second robbery occurred on the 
following night. Ten bags in this batch 
are missing and all trace is lost. The 
misaing bags come from Nelson. 

The postal authorities declare that five 
registered letters have been stolen, and 
it is not yet known"how many unregis- 
tered letters with money in them may 
have been taken. One of the misaing^ 
registered missivea contained at least 
!fl25, addressed to D. D. Birks, a local 
mining broker. The- balance contained 
valuable documents or small aums of 
money. 

Travelling post ofHce inspector Mac- 
leod arrivetl here last night in responee 
to a wire from Postmaster Wadds of this 
city, but has so far nothing to work 
upon to locate the robbers or find any 
tract) of them. Inspector Fletcher's 
whereabouts is not known, but he is ex- 
pected here to-night or to-morrow. The 
police are working ou the case.

CHINA'S DEBT TO JAPAN. 

An Extension of Time Adyjs«<l WltU a Vlevr 
to Bringing fteconcliiatfoilf. 



ll.^v.^.\.\, Feb. 17, — At the time of the 
disaster to the JIaine a light wind from 
the southwest was blowing ana her head 
pointed in a southeasterly direction. 
The Spanish cruiseo Alfonso XII was 
about 200 metres from the American 
battleship. The correspondent of the 
Associated Press, was in the cable oflice 
when the explosion occurred. He saw 
from the window of that olUce a grett 
column of fire shoot upwards like a blaze 
of fireworks and he hurried to the wharf 
and to the quarters of Admiral MaL- 
terola. 13y that time the correspondent 
could see flames extending over the 
whole ship and a few mo- 
menta later the Maine sank. The 
explosion so disjointed and twisted the 
battleship that her remains now appear 
like a pile of wreckage. All the upper 
deck Btructnre, turrets and guns are in a 
heap, and one boiler has been blown out 
of its place. The foremast and bow of 
the Maine have collapsed and now only 
the end of her main mast remains above 
water. The boats of the Spanish cruiser 
have picked up a quantity of wreckage, 
including boats and a Hag, and to-day 
ten more bodies were found in the har- 
bor and were taken to the moigue. It 
ia impoBi-ible to identify them. 

Capt. Sigsbee went on board the Al- 
fonso XII yesterday and thanked the 
Spanish commander, Cai)t. Manuel 
Elias, for the services the Spanish sail- 
ors had rendered upon the occasion of 
[he great disaster. Contrary to the re- 
ports current here yesterday the divers 
have not yet made any investigation of 
the wreck, and the general opinion in 
Spanish circles ia that the explosion oc- 
curred inside the Maine. 

Mr. Job. Mann, of New York, a pna- 
senger on the City of Washington, of tlie 
Ward line, which was moored near the 
battlesbip, in describing the catastrophe 
(aid: " While we were conversing in the 
cabin at about !( :20 on Tuesday night a 
011(1 report startled the company. They 
rushed to the i)ort holes and saw an im- 
mense flash shoot in the air with a terri- 
fic report. Debris of all kinds and a 
arge number of bodies were thrown 
upwards. U was at first believed that 
the JIaine was bsing fired upon, but 
afterwards as the City of Washington 
was struck by what turned out to be 
falling debris and she careened it was 
thougiit she was being fired upon. A 
second explosion took place and follow- 
ing a third groans and cries for help. 
The boats of the City ,of Washington 
and those of the Spanish cruiser Alfonso 
Xlf. w^ere hurriedly launched and went 
to the rescue. 

" 1 went in one of the boats of the City 
of Wabbiiigton and the Eceneo I wit- 
neesed were harrowing huvond descrip- 
tion. Two of the small bii;ii3 (in hoard 
tlie City of Washington \n(!i o litovu in by 
tlehris from the Mainf, even in the 
water. I n about five miimtcs after the 
explosion the Xjity of Wnidiitmton was 
converted into a veritable boi-jiital. 
Many of the rescued men were brought 
on hoard almost nude and the oassen- 
gers gave them clothing. 'J'bo ofbcers of 
the City of Washington did all in their 
power to make the rescued men com- 
fortable. 

Ki!v W-;.vr, Feb. 17.— The Associated 
Press correspondent saw Purser Dono- 
van of the steamer Olivette, which ar- 
rived here last night from Havana. Ho 
gave the following account of the dis- 
aster: The explosion is a mystery to I 
every one. It occurrctl forward of the 
magiizine, which is just forward amia- 
ships and below the water line. The 
colli bunkers are outside, but separated 
by two feet of space. According to cus- 
tom the inagn/.ino was inspected at 
S o'clock in the evening and the tem- 
perature found to bs .').'). The inagnziue 
was locked and the keys given tofa; • 
tain Sigsbeo. The men went to their 
hammocks in the forward part of the 
ship soon after 9 o'clock. The explosion 
occurred at 9:40, and hence the awful 
and overwhelming loss of life. No one 
can yet give a correct account. About 
ten men who were in the forward part 
of the ship were saved, and of tlicao sev- 
eral bad their hammocks slung on the 
lower deck. The explosion split the big 
ship in two and threw a marine who was 
sleeping on the superstructure -10 feot 
into the air. In the main magazine 
ait the high explosives were stocked 
and this magnzino did not explode. 
There are no electric wires connecting 
with or near the magazine. It is not be- 
lieved that the Maine was destroyed by 
a torpedo underneath, as if this were 
the case a hole would have been torn in 
tlie 1)0' torn and the ship would not have 
been blown into atoms as was the case. 
The after part of the ship sank in ten 
minutes and the officers and crew es- 
caped half clothed. Pieces of the 
wreckage were thrown a distance of 400 
yards. One piece of cement struck the 
deck of the City of Washington, of the 
Ward line. 

Ni;\v Yoniv-, Feb. 17.— A dispatch to 
the Journal from Washington dated the 

7th enys: "Captain Sigsbeo has tele- 
graphed the naval department, using 
Ismtlisb cipher, that in his opinion the 
destruction of the Maine was the act of 
an enemy. He has requested an imme- 
diate investigation, and intimated that 
the reason he sent the survivors back to 
Key West was that he feared more

Mr. Haggart to-day in the 
House Baid it was common report in 
Ottawa that these leases are now being 
peddled around town. Some of the 
lucky meu are asking ifS.OOO per mile 
for their leaeea. 

Messrs. Haggart, Fisher, Osier and 
Bertram were the speakers to-day <)n the 
Yakon bill. Mr. Fisher announced an 
important modification of the contract. 
As regards the selections of subsidy 
lands Sir Charles had shown that one 
Bub-Bection allowed a departure from 
rule which asaigned alternate blocks of 
three miles Equare to the con- 
tractors. This Bub-Bection provided 
that the conlraotors might prolong 
their selections of blocks continuously 
twelve miles at right angles on each side 
of their base line. This would give the 
contractors power to select as many un- 
broken atripa of 24 miles by th-ee as they 
wanted. 

Mr. Fisher announced to-day that this 
Bub-clause would be changed so that the 
government would have alternate blocks 
on the cross sections as elsewhere.

THE HAVANA HORROR. 



Continutd Jtom Page One, 



Consul Gen(3ral Lee addressed to Secre- 
tary Day: "Merritt was iu junior of- 
licers' meesroom and Jenkins in ward 
messroom at the time of the e.\'plosion. 
The latter left before an oliker who was 
saved, and must have gone the wrong 
way. The lights went out immediately 
and the water ruahed in. Merritt got to 
the hatch with Naval Cadet Boyd. The 
ladder was gone and Boyd climbed 
through and tried to pall Merritt up, but 
tbe latter let go his hands, fell back and 
was drowned. Tbe bodies of these offi- 
cers are not yet found and possibly are 
in the wreck." 

Admiral Sicard telegraphed Secretary 
Long from Key West to-day as followa : 
" In the opinion of Lieut. John Hood, of 
tlie Maine, who has just arrived from 
Havana, the Maine can never be utilized 
as a ship. He deacribea the whole for- 
ward body of the ship aa completely 
collapsed where the shock of the explo- 
sion was heaviest. Photographs of tbe 
wreck will be sent to the department to- 
day." 

LoNDOK, Feb. 17. --As the details of the 
loss of the Maine are published there ia 
renewed marks of sympathy hero. They 
are not only in the newspapers, but arc 
to be heard on all sidea. Many diplo- 
mata, including the Spanish ambassador, 
called at the United States embaBay,and 
the firat lord of the British admiralty, 
Hon. Geo, J. Gosohen, requested Mr. 
White, secretary of the Uhited States 
embassy, to express the admiralty's and 
his own personal sympathy with the 
United States government and the Uni- 
ted States navy. The provincial morn- 
ing newspapers make coumenta similar 
to those of the London morning papers, 
while the London afternoon papers again 
devote much space to the disaster. The 
Pall Mall Gazette, alluding to the 
bravery of the American officers save: 
"Capt. Sigabee, for one, behaved with a 
splendid contempt of danger worthy the 
best traditions of the American navy." 

Based chiefly on two special cables ap- 
pearing this morning, the Daily Chroni- 
cle and morning Post diacuases the 
treachery theory to-day. A despatch to 
the Chronicle from Washington said that 
Mr. Koosevelt and other bureau chiefs, 
as well aa congress, were absolutely cer- 
tain that treachery was the cause of the 
disaster, while tbe despatch to the 
morning Post from New York eays: 
"President McKinley baa long been eub- 
picious of some atrocious foul play, and 
is reported to have confidential reports 
in his possession, which, if published, 
would be an immediate cause of war,'' 

The St. James Gazette says the con- 
duct of McKinley in the De Lome inci- 
dent shows he is not Becking a quarrel 
and is " unwilling to allow his bund to 
be forced by the firebrands in the sen- 
ate. Yet the Preaident of the United 
States, though very powerful, may be 
driven on against hia will." 

The United States embassy tas re- 
ceived the following telegram from the 
Duke of Oonnaught : " Pray accept my 
most sincere sympathy for the terribio 
accident which has happened to the 
Maine. I deeply deplore the loea which 
has occurred to your navy and coun- 
try," Mr. Henry White, secretary of thy 
the United States embaeEy, replied as 
follows; "I beg to express to Your 
lioyal Highneaa my moat cordial thanks 
for the telegram of ayinpatliy of Your 
Highness with my country in the loss of 
the Maine under such appaling circum- 
stances. I at once cabled your ineasage 
to my government. The ambaasador ie 
in Egypt." 

The Prince and Princess of Wales have 
sent the following message to the United 
States embassy: "The Prince and 
Princess of Wales request the charge 
d'affaira to convey to the President and 
secretary of the navy an expression of 
their horror at the terrible accident 
which happened to the Maine and their 
profound sympathy with them and the 
whole American nation at the occur- 
rence." 

Buiii.iN, Feb. 17. — Immediately after 
the news of tbe diaaater to tbe Maine 
waa communicated to Jimporor William 
he cabled direct to I'reaidcnt JIcKiiiley, 
expresaing his moat heartfelt sympathy 
at the loss of the Maine and so many 
brave officers and men. 

JIaimud, Feb. 17. — The disaster to the 
United States battleship Maine ia sin- 
cerely lamented by the presE and public 
here, especially by tbe Spanish of- 
ficials, whoso regret is mingled 
with apprehensions lest the acci- 
dent may augment Amecrican lioa- 
tility. The (iueen Regent is visibly affect- 
ed, butpleaaed with the friendly conduct 
of the Spanish aailora and authorities of 
Havana. Cieneral Stewart L. Woodford, 
United States luiniator, ia receiving jjri- 
vate aa well as ollicial expressiona of 
Bymi)athy, and the government is con- 
fident that the policy of Preaident 
McKinley and the good sense of the 
majority of Americana will maintain 
peace. 

El Liberal to-day, referring to the loss 
of the ship Maine, says: " Such a cat- 
astrophe to humanity claims sympathy 
and tlic rancors of politicians are silent. 
Every great calamity brings home to the 
two peoples, divided though they may be 
by animosity and rivalry the fact thatthoy 
belong to one great family. Our noble- 
hearted nation now forbears to think of 
its dlfFerences with the United States. 
To-morrow it will return to a defence 
of its rights against all. 15ut for to- 
day it feels only aincero and loyal com- 
passion for thia immense misfor- 
tune. Happy, indeed, wore the Spani- 
ards, who by aaving the lives of the 
crew of the Maino or risking their own 
that they wore tluis enabled to provo tlie 
noble sentiments of all Spaniarda and 
traditions of Spain." In conclusion, 1^1 
Liberal Bays: "We do not know what 
may happen to-morrow. We are pre- 
pared for any event, But to-day lot ua 
pass the sword, which we have been 
forced to keep drawn, to the left hand, 
and let ua stretch out the right hand, not 
to tboaewho insult aa, but to those who 
weep." 



The Imperial says : " In the presence 
of this frightful disaster may we asso- 
ciate with our expressions of sincere and 
genuine sorrows, a warm eulogy for the 
crew of Alfonzo XII."

Trains Storm Stayed— Crow's Nest Laborers 
Walking Home-Vtrmnlpeg Thriving. 

WiN.Nii'Ko, Feb. 17.— (Special)— The 
arrival of trains to-day waa nflected 
more than yesterday by the great storm. 
All traiaa from the east and south were 
from three to seven hours lato, while the 
C.P.H. Vancouver express was live hours 
behind. 

Four French Canadians, whoRC names 
are A. Seveya, Jos, Koubert, Simon Le- 
bouf and Napoleon Prevoat, arrived in 
the city on VVedneaday, having walked 
from Crow 'a Nest Paas, starting on 
Christmas eve. They were poorly clad 
and in dilapidated condition, having had 
to beg their way and sleep in outhouBes, 
The men are resting at immigration 
hall.

The Steamer "Queen" Brings 
Story Conlirmingr the One 
First Told. 



Suow ObscnreB AH Signs or Bodies 
on the Beach— Dawson 
Arrivals. 



The Pacific Coast Bteamabip (Jueen 
gave those watching for her retnru from 
the N'orth yesterday morning a disap- 
pointment by not calling liere, l)ut con- 
tinuing her voyage direct from Niinnimo 
to Port TowuBend. Tiio Nunainio Free 
Preas of Wednesday says : 

The steamer Queen, C.ipt. Wallice, 
arrived from Ska^vay and Jiiueaii Ihia 
atteruoon witii seventy-five paa8en<;erH, 
amoni; whom are several recoiit arrivals 
from Dawson City. The (Jiieen is the 
first vessel sonth since the return of the 
Ituatler from ttie scene of the wreck of 
McGuire liros.' steamer Clara Xeviida. 

The story of the wreck is loUl by Mr. 
W. M. libner, who was at .Juneau on the 
return of the Kustler and feathered the 
following particulars from Mr. T. B. 
llunan, custom house officer, who ac- 
companied the Rustler to the scene : 

A portion of the name board of the 
ill-fated steamer was picked up by the 
Bustler on the beach, bearing three let- 
ters of hpr name, and the whole beach 
was strewn with wreckage. The loca- 
tion of the wreck was discovero'l to be 
Vanderbilt reef, near Seward City. 

.Several of the life boats and deck hon- 
eea of tlie Nevada have been found, and 
tfhow no signs of tliere having been an 
explosion al)oard. In some manner one 
of the Nevada's life boats wag tangled to 
the tiulk of the veasel which was entirely 
submerged. 

The story of the explosion is all a mis- 
take, according to Mr. George Ituch, of 
Howard City, who a.iw the burning ves 
sel at i) o'clock on Saturday night, 
February &, and saw her disappear from 
sight. Owing to a heavy fall of snow 
.since the wreck no bodies have been 
discovered. 

The crew of the Clara Nevada num- 
bered 2-1 or 25 persons and it is estimat- 
ad at least 25 or 30 passengers were 
aboard and probably a great many more. 
The parser, Geo. F. Beck was part owner 
OS the vessel. Rates of passage for the 
trip bad been reduced and poesibly more 
than 35 or 30 took advantage of this. 

Among the passengers on the (iueen 
-were Tlios. O'JJrian and his live-year-old 
son. .Mr. O'Brian haa been in tiie in- 
ferior of Alaska for years and has a neat 
little fortune of between seventy-five 
and a liundred thousand dollars with 
liim in drafts. Jlr. O'Brien and his 
partly, consiating of .lamea JIcNeill, J. 
Mclntyre, of San Diego, and Mr. Men- 
zies, made the trip in nineteen days, 
having left Dawson on January 20. 

Two of the Queen's paaaengere arrived 
ia Victoria by yesterday's E. & N. train 
from Nanaimo. One of these was Mr. 
J. M. Dement, of Qwatana, who has 
been up as far as the Ukagway pass, and 
saye that for the last few weeks the wea- 
ther has been so stormy that trafGc 
through it has been practically sus- 
pended. 

The Queen sails north this evening 
and will receive a large number of pass- 
engers here. She waq delayed twice on 
her return trip, once in Dixon entrance 
and once at Queen Charlotte islands. Of 
the accident occurring while going 
North, Mr. L")ement says no damage 
was done. When entering the Wrangel 
narrows her Blearing gear became un- 
workable and the steamer drifted on 
eouia banks. The tide was ebbing and 
at its lowest stage the steamer was left 
high out of the water. There 
were over six hundred people on 
board and a good deal of anxiety when 
th<i steamer got a big list, but she 
righted herself at flood tide and floated 
ofT safely. 



CRAULP], ALTAR AND GRAVE. 

Jnlcresting; Information Adduced From the 
Annual Report of the Registrar ot 
Birtlis, Deattis and Marriages. 

The annual report of the registrar of 
births, deaths and marriages gives a total 
of 1,1111 births, 1, 0.20 deaths anil nuvr- 
riageg lor the year l.S'.Ki, Victoria city and 
district having led in the nujuber of 
little citizens presented to the province. 

As to sex, the baby strangers included 
^d'J boys and 772 girls, the proportions 
prevailing in the J^istern provinces, 
where females predominate in the birth 
statistics, being reversed. As one of the 
members of the assembly eagely ob- 
served yesterday this was only natural 
in a Western country where the men 
were in a great majority of the popula- 
tion. The increase in births through- 
out the province, over 1805, is set down 
at 380, New Westminster being the only 
section of the province in which a de- 
cline in the number of births ia recorded. 

A3 to the inarriagoa, it ia a noteworthy 
fact; that religious denomination is now 
claimed by almost everyone seeking to 
contract a matrimonial alliance, only 17 
contracting couples acknowledging them- 
selves as professing no religious belief. 
The lOpiscopalian church still leads iu 
the number of marriages among its ad- 
herents, with a total of 01 for the year; 
the Presbyterian being close up with 91 ; 
and the others following in the order 
named : Methodist, 80; Roman Catholic, 
46; Lutheran, 19; Baptist, 15; other 
denominations, 18. In all these both 
bride and groom were of the aamo 
cliurch.but there were 260 weddings 
where husband and wife attended dif- 
ferent cliurches. Namtitno has the re- 
proach of stiowing a rapid decline in 
marriages, with 10 fewer thau in the 
previous year. 

In the roll of death it is to ha noted 
that the per capita pronortina of fatali- 
ties ia still very low, (171 males and 310 
females, 1,020 deaths all told, and in- 
«lu8ive of Indians and Chinese, in a 
province of the population of British 
Columbia being a very light total.

NORTH AND SOUTH. 

A I»ullinan Conductor on a Few of tho 
ruoiilo'D Cliaractorliitics. 

"There are some people who suppose 
tho life of a Pullman conductor is a bed 
of roses," said one of the fraternity, 
sit ting in the comfortable smoking room 
of cno of tho rolling hotels tho other 
day, "but let those persons try it for a 
month or two and thoy will find thero 
i.s something to do besides go through 
tho coaches and tako up, or 'lift,' as wo 
call it, tho tickets. Every ticket punched, 
every occupied and every unoccupied 
Eor.t, section or berth is to bo reported 
to tho proper oflicials and u diagram of 
each coach, showing tho location of 
each passenger, mnst be attached to the 
report. On this train I am in charge of 
every Pullman coach and am rcsponsi- 
lile to the eniiipaiiy for any daniago 
v. hieh may bo ilono. If a lock is broken 
or a j.'dass cracked or broken, a towel, a 
brush or comb lost, I am expected to re- 
port the whole cironmstauoes attend- 
iuf; tho accident, giving the time, place 
and all possible reasons for it, and by 
wlnim dime, if known, and if not known 
tlieu it must bo so .stated. Tho jiortors, 
of eiiurse, are all under mo and are rc- 
(iuired to report to nio all such things 
V. bieh come under their notice. A good 
;i;irtercan aid a conductor very materi- 
ally in his duties, and his services in 
that v.-ay aro never overlooked. I have 
one ^vitli iiie now who goes on ue-arly all 
my runs and is my right hand man. 

' ' Thero is one thing I have noticed 
particularly, and that is the difference 
ill the traveling ]iulilie in tho south and 
in the nei th. 1 j,'ii ;;s far as Florida one 
v.-ay iiiid t(j tho line of Canada the other, 
and 1 feel like I am in u ditfereut hind 
aliiiiist when I cross Mason and Dixoirs 
lino. Tho northern passengers require 
thrco times as much attention and serv- 
ico as the southern. Tho greatest trouble 
witli tli(<iii is that they aro never satis- 
lied with the place their tickets call for. 
If they have lower (i, they want; upper 
8. It doesn't make any diflfereuce 
whothcr it is more dcrirablo or not ; 
tlu y just want the change. Now, today, 
in the parlor ear ahead the man iu >,'o. 
S ^vauted to get No. Ill iu urdi!r to be 
nc:;c to some friend.i. So I tried to get 
No. l!i to take No. b, but ho refu.sed to 
change, so of course thero was nothing 
for me to do, but I had No. 8 and No. 
I(! both angry becau.so No. 8 didn't ask 
for till' seat he wanted wlien he liiiught 
his tieliet iif tlie agent at the iiflh'e. In 
this case tho man happened to have a 
good reason for wanting to clnmge, but 
certainly had uouo for iluding fault 
with mo because No. 10 wouldn't agree 
to it. 

"NiAv, in tlio south I have never had 
any Inudihi like that. A passenger 
.■onus in, takis tho seat his ticket calls 
fur, and there iio stays unless a niis- 
i>!:u.ed switch or some other accident 
throws him out. There I go to bed i^s 
^iion us the passengers uro all iu bed, 
but up lure you can never tell when 
some man v, il! want to change his berth. 

"I am a uortlieru man myself, but 
tho Eoutlvei ners aro tho people. Phila- 
deliihia is my native town and has al- 
v.iiys been my home, but if 1 could ar- 
range it. I would go south and settle 
down. It would seem that the iienple 
from tho sonth, having been raised with 
slaves around them, would bu more 
tronblo than those fronr the north, but, 
taking them as a class, they seem to 
ha'e mere eoiisideration for these 
around tlieiii and ;.;aao of that tact and 
courtesy which niaku friends for them 
overywdjcro. 

"In Florida I never had any hotel 
liills til pay where I am knov,-n. I go to 
the be.-t liotels, and niy uniform carries 
me through, but in tho imrth it is very 
different. I would starve here, eve-n 
among jny friends, if iny money were 
lint as good as tho ne.\t. I don't mean 
to say that a man should expect any 
miii-e, but it only goes to show the dif- 
li lenee iu the I wo .-.eetious. lutheiiiirth 
the piople f,iit rii h too easily, r.ad tlu^y 
don't know how to carry it. as they do 
in tho south." — New Orleans Times- 
Demticrat.

BUILD TO THE COAST. 



There ia a growing opinion that any 
railway policy looking to connection with 
the Yukon will be incomplete if pro- 
viaion ia not made for the extension of 
the line to the Coast at the earliest poa- 
siblo day. The bill now before parlia- 
inent providea for the conatruction of 
eoch a line by Mesara, Mackenzie & 
Mann and their asaociates at any time 
within ten years, if they see fit to accept 
the same terma as any other capitaliata 
are willing to contract for. There are 
billa before the local legislature for the 
incorporation of companiea to build 
aeveral lines from points on the 
Coast. The Colon'ist haa no de- 
sire to cbanipion the caaae of any com- 
bination of capitaliata in this connection; 
but it wants to aee the line conatructed 
at the earliest poasible day, and it hopea 
that all intereata will be subordinated to 
the public good in making the arrange- 
ments for the building of the line. 

Our iDformation ia that the roate to 
Kitimat Arm ia the beat by which the 
Goast can be reached from the Northern 
Interior. The distance to Alice Arm or 
Eome other point on Observatory Inlet ia 
much the shorter, but as yet there is no 
certainty that a feasible route can he 
found. Oq the other hand it ia posi- 
tively known tliat a good route exists 
from the head of Kitimat Inlet to the 
Skeenaand thence north to Telegraph 
Creek. Such a line would have many 
advantages. It would start from on ex- 
cellent harbor, would traverse a level 
and excellent piece of country, would 
give access to the mineralized land 
along the Skeena, would serve aa a 
JTOnte to the Omineca and would be a 
"direct route to the Yukon. Onr infor- 
mation leade aa to believe that the line 
would not be a very expensive one. 
Having an open ocean terminus, it 
cotild probaDly be built for leaa per mile 
thill the road fr jm Telegraph Creek to 
Tealin Lake. 

In connection with this line, and in 
order that ila advantagea may be fully 
realized, tlie railway ought to be extend- 
ed to tiiu head of Vancouver Island. 
This would rtduco steamer navigation 
to a liltki over oQO miles, and, if a rail- 
wiiy ferry were eatabliahed with Van- 
fouver, would give both that city and 
Vii;toria an equal chance in competing 
ior the trade of the Yukon. Thia part of 
the project does not preas for immediate 
consideration. At least it can afford to 
wait until after the line ou the Main- 
land hag been provided for. Some 
jireeent interest attacliea to it, however, 
and it may therefore be properly inen- 
lioned at this time. 

What we want to see done now is tlio 
•efl'ectingof any arrangement between the 
Dominion and I'rovincial governments 
HO thatworlvcan be begun upon the line to 
the Coast very early during the present 
year. A force of men could be put to 
work at both enda, and, we think, at 
more than one point between the ter- 
auinala. The whole line could be got 
into ahape ao aa to be available for traffic 
next spring, if a start ia made this 
spring. 

Yesterday afternoon the Hon. ,1. II. 
Turner sent a raeaaage to Sir Wilfrid 
Jjaurier on thia very quoation. Ilia au- 
tioa la BO doing ehowa his high apprecia- 
tion of its Importance and will gain for 
him the hearty approval of the whole 



province. The interuatH of Britiah Co- 
lumbia and Canada are at stake fnd it ia 
H jiiatttr foi: profound congratulation 
that the Premier haa thrown the weight 
t)f his influence in favor of prompt action 
on the line indicated. The despatch is 



In yeaterday's Ottawa epecial to the 
CoLONLST there was a report of an inter- 
eating incident. Senator Macdonald 
made inquiry aa to the intention of the 
government in regard to the exclusion 
of Japanese from the Klondike, and was 
informed aabatantially by Senator Milla 
that the government does not eee ita 
way clear to treat the Japanese in a 
manner dififerent to that in which other 
civilized nations are dealt with. In view 
of certain logiBlationthat waa introduced 
into the British Columbia legislature 
laet session, and would have become law, 
if Lieutenant-Governor Dewdney had 
not withheld hia aa88nt,and also in view 
of a measure now or aoon to be before 
the house, this atatement of the repre- 
sentative of the federal government in 
the Senate has an immediate intereat. 

Colonist readers will recall that when 
thia subject wna brought up during the 
last eeasion, this paper took what it 
knew was the unpopular aide, but what 
it felt sure waa the aide which in the 
lone run would prevail. It pointed out 
then that in view of the close relations 
existing between ,7apan and Great Brit- 
ain and the ra])id advance of the former 
power towards a civilization similar to 
that enjoyed by ouraelves, it waa useless 
for the Britiah Columbia legislature to 
attempt to dravr the line againat Japan- 
ese and in the manner proposed. We 
alao pointed out the danger of including 
in private bills a prpyiaioo forbidd 
the Qmploymeat of Chinese or Japanese 
in connection with the enterprises con 
templated by such measures, and our 
advice was acted upon in that particular, 
BO that the objectionable section was 
struck out of the Individual billa and 
the subject dealt with in a substantive 
enactment. 

For taking thia view of tliecaeo the 
CoLONi.'iT waa very roundly aosailed on 
all aides, and especially by people who 
fail utterly to keep in touch with the 
progresa of events and who are actuated 
by the notion that the wage-earners of 
the province are aa ignorant as them- 
aelves. We did not then deny, and do 
not now deny, that Orientallabor may 
prove a serious factor iu competition 
with white labor. We expresaed the 
opinion then, and repeat it, that it ia 
highly desirable to keep thia competition 
within bounds : but we were alao able to 
take a wider view of the principle in- 
volved than oar critics and therefore to 
forecast with accuracy the position which 
the Dominion government would find 
itself compelled by the irresistible logic 
of facts to assame. This position waa 
taken by Senator Milla, and whether we 
like it or not one tiling ia certain, 
namely, that we will have to put up 
with it. It is of no use for 
the legislature of the province to 
aet itself up againat what is eetabliahed 
Imperial policy, and the recognition of 
the Japaneae as entitled to the same 
privileges in British countries as are 
corded the people of the moat favored 
nation ia undoubtedly the settled policy 
of Great l!ritain. We think it may bo 
taken for granted that Senator iMills 
spoke undorstandingly upon this point. 

There is another aspect of the case 
which ought not to be lost sight of. Thia 
province, and we believe the whole of 
Canada, have much to expect from close 
commercial relations with Japan. That 
empire needs what we produce and we 
need many things which Japan fjro- 
ducea. There exist all the elements of a 
large and profitable commerce between 
the two countries and it would be highly 
unwise, even if it were possible, for 
Britiah Columbia to throw obstacles in 
the way of ita development. To some 
persona it may seem aa if any- 
thing which wo might expect to gain 
from a Japanese connection in this 
way will be more than ofl'aet by what 
our wage-earners may lose by Japanese 
competition; but we are aatlafied that 
thia is an erroneous view. Aa yet 
.Fapaneae competition is largely a myth, 
and we have been unable to discover any 
reason for thinking it will assume for- 
midable dimonsionB under any circum- 
stancea. Against the importation of 
Japaneae coolie labor, such aa has taken 
place in Hawaii, we would enter the 
atrongeat kind of a protest ; but between 
this and legislation depriving Japanese 
of the same rights as are enjoyed by 
Turks, Greeks, Austrinns, Germans and 
every other nationality there ia a very 
Hiibstantial difference. New conditions 
have arisen so far as our relations with 
the Orient are concerned, and it ia juat 
as well to no longer ntteiiipt to disguise 
the fact.

To THE Editoe:— In commenting 
upon my letter respecting the Mann- 
Mackenzie contract in your isiua 
of this date you, unintentionally 
no doubt, present in a ridiculous aspect 
my contention aa to the infringement in 
thia contract with the provincial right 
to charter railways to be constructed 
within the provincial boundaries. You 
evidently think that I contend that the 
legielature haa the power to charter a 
railway from Lynn Canal to the Y'ukon 
diatrictof Canada. If I did think eo, or 
seriously made such an assertion, I 
should evitlonlly bo an idiot. The head 
of Lynn Canal is in Alaska and the Yu- 
kon district ia in Canada beyond the COth 
parallel of latitude, the northern boun- 
dary line of British Columbia. If you 
read all I aaid upon that branch of the 
subject, I do not think any such con- 
struction could be put upon my language, 
but I can readily uudurataud that the 
editor of a paper has more to read than 
be haa time to do so. 

I contend that the provincial legisla- 
tive assembly has the right to grant a 
charter or charters to any person or cor- 
Iioraiion it thinks lit, to build a railway 
or railways within its boundaries, out 
not beyond. The Mann-Mackenzio con- 
tract, if ratified by the parliament of 
Canada, is an infringement upon that 
right, if the clause is of any value which 
prohibits the conatruction of any rail- 
way from Lynn Canal or from any point 
near the international boundary line be- 
tween Alaska and Canada, becan.'io a 
portion of any such railway juat referred 
to muatof necesaity be in Britiah Colum- 
bia in order to reach the Canadian Yu- 
kon diatrict by rail, if it cornea from the 
ocean, or in other words, if it reachea 
the international boundary line at a 
point south of ihe GOth parallel of north 
latitude. The province therefore ia pro- 
hibited from chartering a railway within 
ita boundaries if runnii;t,^ in the direction 
indicated. The clat.\ao. in the contract 
meana that or nothing. Then again, 
take that portion of the contract winch 
gives the preference to these favored 
contractors to any aid the Dominion 
government may aee lit to (rrnnt to nuy 
railwa.y Itom ah ocean pOrl" in British 
Columbia to Stikine river. The whole 
of such a road will be in British Coldia- 
bis. Thia province owns all 
the laild >yhicn it would traverse, 
unlesB some of the numeroua land grants 
made to corporationa covered aome of it. 
At any rate the Dominion government 
doea not own any of it above high water 
mark. Any other company having the 
authority from our provincial asaembly 
to the right of way aliould have aa much 
right to a Dominion subaidy as Mann & 
Mackenzie. Tliis part of the contract ia 
a clear infringement upon provincial 
rights to charter any railway it thinks 
fit within its boundaries. It is an at- 
tempt to render practically valueless any 
other charter granted by the province 
between the Pacific ocean and the Stik- 
ine rivpr, except one which ia held by 
Mann & Mackenzie. It is saying to the 
province you must grant a charter to 
this firm or none, and it is placing the 
key of the all Canadian route from the 
Pacific ocean to the Yukon in the poc- 
kets of these contractors. Space will 
not permit of my dealing further now 
with " the urgency plea " in the manner 
you defend it, more tlian to say that to 
grant extensive riirhts and extravagant 
subsidies of public mineral lands of un- 
told wealth, to a private firm of contrac- 
tors, becauae of past neglect does not to 
say the least savor of good business 
method. 

You, Jlr. Kditor, are mistaken as to my 
reference to Mr. W. A. Carlvle, the pro- 
vincial mineralogist. I did not eav lliat 
Messrs. Mann and Mackenzie had engag- 
ed him, etc., etc., but that they ollerea 
him $25,000 a year. I knew through the 
press that he had agreed to enter the 
employ of the Britiah America Corpora- 
tion operating in Kootenay. I obaerve 
" the typea " make me coin a word I 
did not use. I referred to the Mann- 
Mackenzie contract aa a more porten- 
tous give away than certain historical 
onea, *' the types " have \^. potentious.

There was a short, but somewhat dra- 
matic ending to the County court caae 
of Schultz and Powell va. Ruthven, 
Howe and Braden yesterday morning. 
The court waa crowded with people 
who came toliear judgment delivered by 
the Chief Justice on what has been a 
somewhat sensational case. Mr. Ruth- 
ven satin one of the jury seats at the 
aide of the court-room, and it was 
noticed that one of the provincial police 
olflcers was present in uniform. There 
was a feeling that something uniisual 
was going to luippen, and in this the 
spectators were not disappointed, for 
after giving judgment in the County 
court caae, the Cliief Justice ordered 
Ruthven under arrest on a charge of 
perjury. 

When the co.iirt was called to order the 
Chief JaaV\c» deliverfld judgment as fol- 
lows ; 

'i'hia ia an action on nn attorney's bill 
for services performed for the defendant 
Ruthven, who describes himself aa an 
ex-Roman Catholic priest, but who re- 
fueea to prodttce any certiQcate of ordina- 
tion anddecllnes to eay whethen ll6 ever 
obtained one. He was arrested on a 
charge of criminal libel and the services 
for which action is brought, are for de- 
fending him upon his committal by the 
magistrate on Saturday and ob- 
taining his admifsion to bail 
on Sunday (a moat extraordinary 
proceeding). It seema that Ruthven 
had an appointment to deliver a lecture 
the Sunday, and that he and his 
frienae were very anxious for him to 
keep it; thdt a judge of the Supreme 
court bad decliijed to act, but that the 
plaintiffs Bucceedesd in persuading the 
County court judge, ^ho was also the , 
committing magistrate, io hear and I 
grant the application on the Sunlay 
afternoon, whereupon the lL"Ctnre was 
given. 

It is now Bworn by Ruthen that \h6 
plaintifl'd' services were not to be paid 
tor and that his case was taken up by 
Mr, Schultz on that express understand- 
ing. The evidence on this point is so 
directly in conflict that it becomes neces- 
sary to scrutinize it closely to see who is 
telling the truth. According to Ruth- 
ven, Schultz met him on'Friday, 10th 
July, begging to be allowed to defend 
another charge in which Ruthen was 
then on bail, saying it was a matter of 
principle with him to defend such a case 
and It should not cost Bathven a dollar 
The next day Mr. Botbven tells ue 
Officer Gameron arrested, him at the 
door of the Victoria hotel and after the 
arrest asked him if he bad a lawyer— to 
which Mr. Butbven replied that Mr. 
Schultz had been talking to him and 
had offered to take the case for nothing; 
that he and the ofticer then proceeded 
toSjhull/.'s and met Schultz near his 
otlice, Ruthven remarking, "I am ar- 
rested, does your oll'dr hold good?" 
To which Schultz replied, " Why, cer- 
tainly," and they then went into the of- 
fice. But the officer Cameron tells a 
different story. Ho arrested Ruthven 
not at the Victoria hotel but 
Herald street. Ruthven said 
He wanted to see his lawyer, Mr. Schultz, 
and the officer accompanied him there. 
They met him outside the otlice and 
Ruthven said to Schultz: "I want to 
see you," and handed him the warrant. 
Ruthven went into the office and the 
officer with him and Bebultz promised to 
be on hand at half past two to attend to 
the case. Gameron says nothing of 
Ruthven's question of Schulfzt "Does 
your oiler hold good?" and Buthven did 
not cross-examine him either as to that 
question or as to his own statement to 
tne ollicer that Schultz had agreed to 
take the case for nothing. 

Schulizand Powell sent in their bills 
to all three defendants and several let- 
ters asking payment, particularly one to 
llowe'aakiiig if ttiey had not the money, 
and to none of these letters is there any 
BUizgeBtiona of reply, either written or 
verbal, claiming tiiat the aervices were 
gratuitous. Schultz denies that the ser- 
vices were gratuitous and Powell con- 
tirma him by showing that a 
lump' Bum of $70 waa expressly 
airreed upon by Ruthven, and both of 
them state that they made repeated 
applications to all three defendanta and 
were promised payment. Buthven ac- 
knowledges to having been convicted at 
Buffalo upon the complaint of Dr. Pey- 
ton, a Presbyterian missionary, of ob- 
taining money under false pretences; 
whereunder he served a term of twelve 
montha' imprisonment minus two 
montliH whicli he earned as remiasion 
lor good conduct wliilat in the ponilon- 
liary. He sweara that he had an altern- 
ative of paying a fine of $16, but endured 
the impriaoninent rather than pay tlie 
line. But the duly cerlitied record from 
Buffalo which has been produced shows 
that there was no option of a 
fine of $15 or any other sum. 
It appears that he hai been 
collecting in the name of some Austra- 
lian Presbyterian misaionariea, and that 
waa what Dr. Peyton prosecuted him for. 
In reference to this, Mr. Ruthven in his 
evidence before me. after referring to 
certain documents of character, says (1 
(juoto from the short-hand report): "I 
ected $15 first and last and they wore 
in petty sums of 20 cents. I have the 
certiiicatea of exchange for the 
bank draft by which I actually sent that 
money to Auatralin. And these are 
documents I can produce.' 

"Tlio Court— 'You are at liberty to 
produce any documents you like.' 

"The Witness — 'I have just stated the 
case; do you desire me to produce them. 
If the court will allow me half an hour I 
will BO and produce these documents,' 

"The Oourt — 'Produce any documents 
you like.' 

"The Witness— 'My Lord, I will do 
that, and I am exceedingly obliged to 
you for your permission,' 

"The Court— 'You are at liberty to 
produce any documents.' 

"The Witness— 'I will bring them in 
the morning. * * * I Bent the 
money to Australia. Then I will biiiig 
that to-morrow morning, my Lord, to- 
morrow morning.' 

"The court here adjourned till Monday 
next at 10 a.m."

Upon the reassemblingof the court on 
the Monday morning, Mr, Ruthven pro- 
duced hitkiest imoniala of character, one 
a certificate under the seal of an A.P.A 
lodge and the other on half a sheet of 
legal cap, purporting to be an expres- 
sion of confidence from some members 
of a Presbyterian congregation ; but upon 
being asked for the certificate of bank 
exchange proving the $15 to have been 
sent to Australia, ho remarkeii, "I do 
not intend to produce it — it ia in my 
strong box;" and Mr. Ruthven did not 
produce it. 

In my opinion the defence of gratuitous 
service fails for wantof credible evidence 
in suppor of it and it is only necessary to 
say in reference to the evidence of "no 
signed bill," that the defence arisea upon 
the atatute and has not bean pleaded as 
required by the practice. Moreover. there 
is abundant evidence that a duly signed 
bill waa delivered. 

As to the defendants, Howe and Bra- 
den 1 am afraid tliiit the defence raised 
for them by Mr. Walls must prevail. Not 
that I doubt for a moment the evidence 
of the plaintiffs, Schultz and Powell re- 
garding them. On the contrary I am 
satietied with the truth of their version 
and the repealed and unanswered writ- 
ten demands for payment confirm mo in 
the opinion, But 1 noi not satisUed that 
there wns any original retainer by Bra- 
den and Howe. At most there a was a 
promise to pay the debt of another and 
void for want of writing. When a verbal 
retainer ia disputed the law presumes 
the case against the attorney, ur. 
less indeed a case of overwhel- 
I ming proof is established, and that 
I has not happened here. They 
mu3t bo disniiase'd from the action, but 
I deprive them of costs upon the princi- 
ple of Cooper v. VVhittingham, L. R. 15, 
C.b. D. 501, as I am satisfled that they 
led the plaintiffs to believe that they 
would pay or see them paid. 

There will be judgment in favor of 
Howe and Braden, without coats, and 
judgment in favor of the plaintiffs as 
against Ruthven for $70, with costs. 

"It now remaina for me to deal with 
anotfier matter in connection with this 
case," continued the Chief Justice as he 
concluded his judgment. "I have 
looked through the evidence carefully 
and I consider I would not be doing my 
duty if I did not invoke the provisions of 
the code and direct that Victor Michael 
Ruthven be proaecnted for perjury and 
commit hina to the custody of the 
sheriff." 

Aa the Obipf Justice made the order 
Deputy Sheriff Siddall walked ever to 
Mr. Ruthven and touched him on the 
shoulder as a sign that he was under 
arrest. 

Ruthven arose in his place and at- 
tnnpted to address the court, but the 
Chief Justice cut him short with the 
order: " Mr. Slieriff, remove this man." 

The judge then left the bench and Mr. 
Siddall removed Ruthven from the room 
and the audience diapersed. 

Mr. Archer Martin, who haa been re- 
tained for the defence, will apply for 
bail to the Chief Justice at 2 o'clock to- 
day.

WINTER ON THE PASSES, 

Weather Desperately Cold, and Deaths Rc- 
sultlni; Described as From 
" Exbaustion." 

Clondike-bound miners are heading 
over the Dyea and Skagway trails. 
Miners are stretched out ail along the 
line from Skagway to Dawson. Many 
become discouraged and return before 
they reach the summit, while others be- 
come frozen and have to be brought 
back. Gases of frozen hands, frozen feet, 
frozen ears, etc., on the White Pass are 
too numerous to particularize. Nearly 
every day some one is brought in from 
the pass for treatment. When a dead 
iliati ia brought in from the pas.a they 
Bay that he died of exhaiietion — exhaust- 
ion superindticed by Ireeziug, or freezing 
porindiiced !)y exhaustion. 
At tiine.'i tliia winter the weather in 
tl)0 pass has been desperately cold. The 
wind blows the snow into the face of 
the traveller, the warmth of the 
face melts the snow, and the cold 
again freezes the meited snow, 
thus forming a mask on the 
face, and the ice has to bo broken 
to permit breathing. The wind aieo 
auses the mouth and the eyes to water, 
iid then freezes the water between the 
1 1 l>B and between the eyelids. In spite 
of all the dangers and miseries, men in- 
sist in heading for the interior, in spite 
of the fact that there will be nothing 
for them to do in the Klondike until 
spring opens. Returning mineia have 
leased to warn inbound peoidu of the 
foolishness of winter traveling. They 
now say : "Hurry up, boys. At Daw- 
Ron there are lieapa of gold and lots of 
work." 

From present indications the opening 
of spring will find the Skagway trail 
in about the same condition as it waa 
last summer. In all probability the 
bulk of the people will go by the way of 
Dyea. Ttie Chilkoot pass is the short- 
est and best. DyeaatiU sufRira from the 
flck of wharfage facilities. All Dyea 
freight ia atill loaded upon lightora at 
Skagway and towed around the point to 
Dyea.— Portland Oregonian.

Throne in the Local 
Legislatare. 



Hiiuter Arraigns thelOpposltion 
— Au Abstract Resolatiou 
fromised. 



Vestenhiy 'fl proceedings in the local 
legiBliitiire were comparatively unevent- 
ful, the debate on tbe speech from tbe 
throne continuing, with Meaers. Mac- 
pheraon, Hunter, Hume, Vedder, Bry- 
den and Sword aa the Bpeakera, Mr. 
"Sword having the floor at adjournnaent. 
The discussion throughout the afternoon 
was punctuated l)y no passages at arms 
each 113 onHvuned the Wednesday saa- 
aion, and the comparatively large num- 
ber of viaitora in tbe galleries appeared 
correspondingly disappointed. The 
chair \v:iB taken by Mr. Speaker at two 
o'clock, iuid prayero were read by Rev 
Oanou U-auhindB. 

l';;riTI0N.s PRESENTED, 

Petitions wore presented aa follows: 

By Mr. Rogera— From C. W. D. Clif 
ford and others, for power to construct a 
railway from the Skeena river to the 
northern boundary of the prpvince. 

Mr. Hunter— From John' (Jobeldick, 
for the incorporation of a company to 
build and operate blast furnaces and 
other incidental works. 

Mr. Hunter— From John Cobeldick, 
for the incorporation of a company to 
encourat;e invention and application 
with ft view to the discovery of better 
mechanical means or chemical procegaea 
for the recovery of gold or other precious 
metals from tiie aubmerged glacial 
Otber gravel deposits of the province. 

Mr. Williams— From the city of Vi 
couver, asking for certain amendments 
to the city's charter. 

Mr. Williama— From Charles Ross and 
others, re the construction of a railway 
from some point on the Skeena at 
near Yellovbead pass to some point on 
tbe eastern boundary of the province on 
tbe Parsnip river.

Hon. Mr. Eberts presented the twen- 
ty-fourth annual report of tbe registrar 
■of births, deaths and marriages. 

THE DEUATE CONTINUED, 

Prior to the eontinaaUon of the ad 
journed debate on the speech from the 

tlirone, 

Hon. Mr. Taraer (to a qaeation of 

privilege) said that he had on the pre 
vioug afternoon failed to comprehend 
the second member for Vancouver 
his remarljs aa to tlie administration of 
the agent general'a olUce in London, 
ile had cauf^lit him as using the word 
" hearing," where he saw by the morn- 
ing paper " harem " waa said, and could 
nut understand the context. As to the 
argument of the member for Vancouver 
he was still a little at aea — if that lion, 
member could inform the house how a 
harem waa supposed to be conducted, he 

the Premier) might be in a better posi- 
tion to understand whether or not his 
observations were intended in tbe nature 
-ol compliment or otherwise. 

Mr. WilliamB also had a qaeation of 
privilege. He wished to take the first 
opportunity, ho said, to answer tbe re- 
marks of the hon. member for VV-ist 
Lillooet, witli reference to a Btatement, 
freditcd to him in the Mining Critic, to 
lliB elt'ect that he had been treated with 
discourtesy hy the mining committee of 
the houei!. t)ii the contrary, he liad 
always been treateil with the utmost 
courtesy hy this committee, and all 
other committees of the house. Had 
the member for West Lillooet read 
the full ro|iort8 oi his remarks 
as publiaheil in the Worhl aiul Nowa- 
Advertisen at the time of ihe meeting of 
-the Mining Engineers' Aaaociaticn. he 
would have seen how the critic had mis- 
represented his observations, and the 
necoBsity for tbia formal repudiation of 
the remark attributed to him would 
not have arisen. 

Agreeable to lii" prouiiee, Mr. .Speaker 
predciUeii Miu follnwiug ruling on the 
point that preseiUed itself in connection 
with the (liflcuasion of the connection of 
uiinisterH of the crown with the promo- 
tion of bugiuesa organizations ; 

"( ibjection having been made by the 
chair to the diHcaafion by the hon. aec- 
<uiil iiioiiiber (or Vancouver (Mr. Mac- 
pliereon) of a matter which ia the auljjiict 
of iiiilicial action, I have been asked hy 
the hon. third member for Vancoaver 
(Mr. Cotton) to furnish a written deci- 
aion in support of my ruling. 

"May, tenth edition, page 2111, says: 
'A matter whilst under adjudication by 
a court of law should not be brought be- 
fore the house, by a motion or other- 
wise.' 

" Same authority, page 308 : ' A mem- 
ber, while speaking to a ;;uestiou, may 
no; . . . refer to matters pending a 
judicial decision.' 

" Same authority, page 'Matters 
awaiting the adjudication of a court of 
huv should not be brought lorwaid in 
debate.' This rule waa observed by Sir I 
K. P.'el and Lord J. liuaRcU, both by the 
wording of the speech from the throne 
and bv their procedure in tho house, re- 
garding Mr. O'Connell's case, and has 
hee.n miintainud by rulings from the 
chair. 

" I think that the object of the prac- 
tice aa laid down in May is to prevent 
tbe undue inaaenoinx of the pabllc mind 
for or against the parties to an action 
pending litigation. It ii, however, open 
to any hon. member to move, on notice, 
a aubstantivQ resolution expreeaivo, in 
general terms, of tho opinion of the 
liouBO as to the advisability of iniiiistora 
of tho crown connecting their names 
with public companies. This reaolution 
may b'l diecueaod and diBi)osed ot vyith- 
(lut referring to tho matter awaiting 
judicial action, or prejudicing the public 
iiiiud ia either direction." 



Mr. Kennedy did not object to the 
ruling, but took exception to the appli- 
cation. 

lilr. Macpheraon, resuming his dis- 
cuaaion of the speech, admitted that in 
the consideration on the previous after- 
noon, of the principle of ministera al- 
lowing their names to bo used in the 
promotion of companies, he had used 
languaee that waa perbapa too strong. 
He reu'rettod that he should have done 
so, and conceded that Mr. Speaker had 
been quite right in calling him to order 
for hia UBo of the word "dishonorable" 
— an expression which he now withdrew 
with apoligiea to the house. (Applause). 
In reference to the maladministration of 
the agent general's office, he had made 
tbe statements to which exceptions had 
been taken, on the authority of persona 
who had visited the ofiSce ; and all that 
be could now say waa that if these state- 
ments were correct, the office was a dis- 
credit to the province and tbe abases in 
connection therewith should be im- 
mediately terminated by those in charge 
of I he govern men t. 

Dr. Walkem— Are the parties who 
made these statements to you in tho 
province at the present time'.' Can they 
be brought within tho jurisdiction of this 
bouseV 

Mr. Macpheraon did not reply, but 
proceeded to the. consideration oi tho 
(ineation of land allotment in East 
Ivootonay, arguing tliat largo holdings 
had been granted in most desirable io- 
calitiee, to tho advantage of corporations 
and the exclusion ot juactical aettlera. 
He also maintainod that tho niapa of 
roada and trails which ahould be a guide 
to settlers were at the present time in 
need of correction, this matter being one 
which he brought to tbe attention of the 
chief commissioner in the hope that it 
would be rectified. As to the revenue 
tax, he objected strongly to its 
collection through employers, aa it 
waa not fair that tbe working man 
shall pay five per cont. back to hia em- 
ployer, the latter thus deriviny a revenue 
out of a provincial impost. Tlio Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, .Mr. 
Jlacpheraon continued, had said that he 
would "refuge to give him any informa- 
tion in future which ho might Esk for," 
He would like to be informed if the 
house would support the hon. gentle- 
man in this position. Had not a mem- 
ber the right of access to information in 
the (lepartmenta without putting tbe 
country to tbe cost and the oflirials of 
the departments to the trouble of pre- 
paring formally asked for roturua? This 
little incident, as well aa the whole 
record of the administration led him to 
regard the existing government aa little 
else than an organized hypocrisy. 

Voices from the right— "That's excel- 
lent." "What's that?" "'organized 
hyrocrisy' ia good." 

Pasaing to the iiuestion ot tho minis 
terial connection with company promo 
tion, the second member for Vancouver 
said he would bow to tho ruling ot the 
chair while holding to his own opinions 
as to the legitimacy of the discuaaion he 
had contemplated. As to the principle 
involved, ho had no objection whatever 
to the president of tho council or the 
premier or any other member of tho cab- 
inet using hia name aa promoter of priv- 
ate companies ; they ahould not, how- 
ever, make use of the titles that had 
been given them asa aacred trust by tne 
people of the province thus to further 
their private ends. As soen as objection 
had been raised to their association with 
tbe company in question they should, 
according to hia view of the matter, have 
withdrawn their names from the object- 
ionable prospectus. He desired an ex- 
preaaioa of opinion from the house on 
the princij)le involved, and tlierefora 
moved aa an amendment to tho resolu- 
tion before Ihe house the following: 

" To add after tho word ' lhongtitf;il- 
nesa ' on tbe 5th line, the followiut;: 
And thia liouse Ih of the opinion that 
ministers of the crown should not lend 
their assistance of their oflicial titlea to 
the (loatiiig of any couip.iny, and regrets 
that the Flon. the Premier and Finance 
Minister and President of tbe Kxecutive 
Council allowed their names in tlieir 
aaid ollicial capacity to be placed on the 
directorate ot the Dawson City (Klon- 
dike) and Dominion Trading Corpora- 
tion, Ltd ; and that it is a Btill greater 
source of regret that they did not never 
their connection with said company, as 
such directors as soon aa thoy asceriam- 
ed the use which was being made ot 
tlieir ofiicial titlea by the promoters of 
that company," 

Dr. Walkem objected. This wag far 
from an abstract resolution, and there- 
tore not in accordance with tlie ruling 
juHt delivered by Mr. Speaker. 

.Mr. Speaker — It ia also irrevelant to 
tho i|iiestion wliich it purpooea to 
uneno. lii this connection reference 
was made to ^lay at page 27>S, while tho 
Speaker pointed out also tliat it the 
inieation wore thus introduced it coiilJ 
not ba again brought forward duriiii; Uie 
continuance ot the present session. 
■ Mr. Forater maintained tlial tho 
amendment waa relevant. If the gov- 
ernment could be taken to task for sins 
ot omission, surely acts of commiasion 
might also be dealt wich. 

iMr. Semlin and Mr. Cotton supported 
tbe ground taken by the memuer fur 
Delta. 

D ;. Walkem reiterated his contention 
that the amendment was not in the 
nature of an abs-tract resolution at ail- 
but rather a ajiecilic reference to maiters 
that were at present tbe subject ut 
li tigation. 

IMr. Hunter held that the propoaeil 
amendment waa entirely out of order. 
There waa no suggeHtioii, ho said, that 
the govenuiieiit h:- aiicti was connected 
iu any way witti company inciinotion. 
It was with the acta ot the government 
asa government that tho bouae waa now 
dealing, and no parliamentary authority 
could bo found for introducing with an 
Intention to censure or jjraiae, the pri- 
vate acts of the individual members of 
tho cabinet. 

IMeasrs. Cotton and Williams further 
supported tbe relevancy of tho aiuend- 
mont, while 

Hon. Col, Baker argued contra, 
<]aoting from Bourinot in support of tiie 
position. 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy was also perfectly 
aatislied that tho i)ro))03eil ameu'lnieHt 
waa out ot order. 

Mr. Cotton thereupon moved tho ad- 
journment of tho houBe, in order that lie 
might i)reparo an abstract reaolution 
that would bo admitted by Mr, Ispeaker 
aa subject of debate.

Had Mr. Macpherson read the 
extract which he had referred to, the 
poaition of tbe case would have been 
clearly shown, and nooxplanalion would 
have been neceasary. 

Idr. Cotton having withdrawn his 
motion to adjourn, 

Mr. Hunter (Comox) continued the 
debate. Although bo felt that it waa 
quite impossible for him to add any- 
thing of interest to the debate, which, 
more especially on the right aide of the 
house, had been of an able and exhaust- 
ive character, it seemed to him emi- 
nently proper that every hon. gentle-

"That this house is of opinion that 
ininistera of the crown should not lend 
the assistance of their oflicial titles to 
the floating ol any company, and regrets 
that the Hon. the Premier, and Finance 
Miuiater and the Hon. I'resi.'ent of the 
Council allowed their iiaines, in their 
said oflicial capacity, to be placed on the 
directorate of 'The DAWBon City (IClon- 
dike) and Dominion Trading Corpora- 
tion Limited,' and that it ia a Hiill greater 
source of regret that they did not sever 
their connection with said company as 
hucli directorB, as soon as they ascertain- 
ed llie use which was being tiiade of their 
official titles by the promoters of that 
company.

How long the steamer City of Kings- 
ton will be adequate to the trade and 
passenger traffic between the Sound 
cities and Victoria is a subject of some 
Bpeculation. Daily she arrives crowded 
with pasaengerB, and the flatiBlactory 
part of her bnsineBB is that the majority 
of these arrivals are miners who come 
here to make the necessary purchaaes 
for the Yukon trip. They find that 
even without the advantage of having to 
pay no duty on Canadian goods, they can 
purchase outfits cheaper here, ee* 
pecially in the line of dry goods. Among 
the arrivals yesterday were T. C. Thitle, 
E. B. Carlson and L. 0. Rawson. They 
came in on the City of Kingston and all 
are registered at the Dominion. In 
speaking of his business here, Mr. Thitle 
said: "I find your business men trade 
on smaller profits than they do in San 
Francisco. Many of them .have in the 
way of clothing some cheap material, 
and I find all your large, responsible 
houses keep the best goods. We have 
outfitted at Thos. Earle's for an extend- 
ed prospecting trip, which will take us 
to the Big Salmon river. We leave here 
on the Danube with a new kind of 
drill, which I have had made here in 
Victoria and which I expect to have 
patented. There can be no doubt about 
its succesQ fof practical purposes, but at 
present I do not care to give a descrip- 
tion of it." 

A second party of nine quartered at 
the Dominion are from Iowa and their 
personnel is as follows: Wm. Orr, T, 
Tait and Lndwig Johnson, from Mystic : 
T. Woodson, Lloyd Ailsworth and A. 
Shipley, from Leighton; .1. T. O'Connor, 
from Oinderviile; and W. C. Morgan, 
from Allerton. ThiB party did not 
come to Victoria until after Bponding 
over a week in Seattle. They knew 
what was required for their prospecting 
trip on the upper Yukon and when it is 
related that they were -anly a day in 
Victoria before they purchased complete 
outfits, their satisfaction with the goods 
and prices of local merchants can 
be understood. They tell prac- 
tically the same story as other 
Americans have told over and over 
again of how Seattle merobants endeavor- 
ed to mislead them by telling them that 
goods purchased on the American side 
could be taken into tlie Canadian Yukon

The Province would try to make 
appear to the people of Victoria that 
is for the kind of coal they receive that 
the miner is paid the GO cents per ton 
Bnt that is not true, as the miner is paid 
just as the coal and slack are shovelled 
mto the car, while the coal is sold in 
Victoria cleaned from slack and dross. 

Then, aea!n,. in some parts of the 
Dunsmuirs' mines from which the coal 
has been shipped to Victoria the roof 
so bad that the mine boss has had to 
allow an expense of at least %\ per yard 
for the miners to build cogs and string 
ers and take up bottom so that they 
may work in safety. These are all ex 
pensea that the Province never takes 
into account in its statement of the cost 
of producing the coal. 

One miner told me last night that he 
and the man working with him had 
built twenty cogs and put up ten string 
ere, for which he is paid 75 cents foreac' 
cog and if 1.10 for each stringer, and they 
had only about thirty tons of coal. That 
is in one of Mr. Dunemuir's mines. 

I think if the writer in the Province 
had a little more experience in the mines 
he would not tell the public that M 
Dunsmnir bad only to pay 70 cents to 
produce a ton of coal. 

We, the miners of this district think 
that we deserve the 10 per cent, already 
received.

COST OF COAL i'RODUCTlON. 



To Tin; Edi tok: — To-day I read an ar 
tide in the Province on the cost of pro- 
ducing a ton of coal, in which the writer 
places the cost at 70 cents per ton. In 
the first place, he says the coal was given 
to the company by the people; but ho 
should know that the Alexandra mine 
was the property of a Jlr. Beck and the 
right to the coal was purchased by Mr, 
K. Dnnemuir. Then, the I'rovince does 
not take into account the great expense 
the companv went to, to find the coal nt 
the Alexandra mine. There is a main 
slope six or seven hundred yards long, 
and a counter slope or air«way, with 
croBB-cute, for the same distance. Say, 
altogether, nearly 2,000 yards of dead 
work, mostly through rock mixed witii 
soft coal. This work, for timbers and 
labor, must have cost about JKi per 
yard. Tiien there are faults in the coal, 
or rock whore the coal should be, through 
which the miners are kept eteadily driv- 
ing before they get to the coal, which is 
very expensive to the company. There 
I is also the expense of timbering to se- 
. ' cure the safety uf the miners, the cost of 
which is very heavy. Not more than 
one-half of the coal the miners are paid 
for gets to Victoria. The small eoal and 
J slack, for which the miner receives the 



The .$10,000 damage suit brought by 
Robert Croft, of Victoria, against the 
Northwestern Steamship Company at 
last came to trial on Tuesday before 8 
jury in Judge Jacobs' court in Seattle 
The damages asked for are for injuries 
and losses sustained by the slipping of 
the gang plank of the steamer Rosalie 
while tied up at the Arlington dock, by 
which Croft fell into the bay and was in 
jured. 

Some very interesting testimony was 
brought out during the examination of 
Mr. Croft. The defense claim that they 
will be able to prove that Mr. Croft was 
engaged in smuggling, and is not en- 
titled to recover damages for loss of an 
illegal bnsinesB. They also claim that 
the steamer I^ydia Thompson was re 
fponsible for the accident and not tt 
Uoaalie. 

Shortly before midnight on October 1 
1891), Mr. Orofr, who had Leeu in the 
city on a business trip, went down to the 
Arlington dock, intending to board ih 
Rosalie and return home. According to 
his testimony he went out on the wharf 
and started across the gang plank, which 
while apparently safe, was insecure 
The plank sHpped and threw him vio 
lentlyinto the water. lie went undo 
and on coming to the surface swam to a 
pile, in spite of the fact that the gang 
plank struck his spine, as he claims, and 
injured him. He clung to the pile unti 
he was pulled on board the boat. Ho 
continued liio trip to Victoria, atteude 
by what he calls the "bedroom Stewart, 
who was really the bartender. 

After a careful examination it was dis 
covered, it is claimed, that one of Mr 
Cruft's ribs was broken close to the 
spine and that his spine was badly in 
jured. He was in bed for six weeks and 
sulfered great pain, according to hia 
story. He sued for damages in the sum 
of ^ 10,000. 

Of this amount $8,000 is for permanent 
injury and sufiering: .fl.OOO is for the 
loss caused by the closing of his Victoria 
Store during his illness. For the two 
months he was unable to work ho asks 
.$500. The expenses incidental to his 
illness makes up the remainder of the 
$10,000. 

Mr. Croft occupied the stand in the 
trial of the case yesterday. He was a 
very hard witness to manage, and Judge 
Jacobs had to repeatedly tell him to 
answer questions and "then exi)laiu." 
On certain things ho had a bad memory. 
S. H. Piles, counsel for the defence, 
tried to bring out the fact that Croft 
had not paid duty on the suits of 
clothes which he brought here from 
Victoria and sold. Mr. Croft claimed 
that ho had paid the duty, but would 
not go into detail. 

Then Attorney Piles took up the 
"bedroom steward" matter and botii- 
ered the witness for a time by pointed 
questions. Mr. Croft said that the man 
had told him he was "bedroom steward." 
Witness said ho did not know that the 
man wa.s the bartender. He said that 
he had never heanl of any one before 
holding the position of "bedroom stew- 
ard," but "supposed the man knew his 
own job." 

Mrs. Croft, a fine looking English 
lady, followed her husband on thestand. 
In giving her testimony she was verv 
precise. She also told a story on the 
" bedroom steward," and related in de- 
tail how her husband had suffered from 
his fall.

day that as Mr. Croft stepped on the 
gang plank the steamer Lydia Thorn p 
son, which had just made fast to the 
Rosalie, gave a jerk, which pulled the 
Rosalie from the wharf, letting Mr 
Croft and the gang plank into the water 
The defence will have a number of wit' 
nesses, and the case will not go to the 
jury until this afternoon,— Post-Intelli- 
gencer.
